Whisky to Be Held. 

I'nder the law the consignment will 
be held by the government for thirty 
days, during which the consignor will 
be allowed the right to reclaim his 
property by satisfying the government 
that all taxes required_by law have beén 
paid on it. If at the end of that time 
the liquor is still in the custody of t..¢ 
government it will be advertised tor 
sixty days by the internal revenue de- 
partment for sale and will then De sold 
at public outcry in front of the federal 
building. }

before the current year expires, i@fis 4 
question whether or not it can be sold in 
Atlanta. With the opening of the next 
year the sale of whisky within the Iim- 
its of the state will be outlawed. Wheth- 
er or not the federal government, that 
fame government which knocked the in- 
dividual rights of states silly some forty 
years ago, will be permitted to do what 
an individual cannot do, remains to be 
seen.

“Of course we know nothing of an attempt 
to bring about an arbitration,’’ remarked one 
of the prominent telegraphers now out on 
strike. “And if any such eteps are being 
taken we are too far away from the seat of 
action to be‘ fully advised. So far as I my- 
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self ami concerned, I am against any settle- 
ment of this strike other than a complete 
and absolute victory or a complete defeat. 
Still I am a member of the union and I shall 
willingly and gladly stand by any settlement 
those in command may reach. We, here in 
Atlanta, are only a small part of this great 
battle. Al over the country there are opera- 
tors who are now idle of their own volition. 

“We all came out because we thought we 
were not getting a square deal and, so far as 
I am concerned, I have found no reason to 
change my views. But the operators in Atlan- 
ta, in the entire south, are like the opera- 
tors in every other section of the country 
under the leadership of officers we have se- 
lected. It is to those officers we must look 
for guidance and leadership. If they arbi- 
trate, then we must accept whatever agree- 
ment they write with the companies.’’

TO CONVICTS, 


New Alabama Code Pats Them Un-« 
der State Management. 


Montgomery, Ala., August 20.—(Spe- 
cial.)\—The fact came out today that the 
new Alabama code gives over the man- 
agement of the county, as well as the 
State, convicts to the state board of con- 
Vict inspectors. Heretofore the only 
authority that was held by the state 
over this class of convicts was to pre- 
vent them being worked when it was 
shown that they were physically unfit 
for it. Now they will be fully under 
the supervision of the state, and the 
funds will be given back to the coun- 
ties as it Is earned. 

Under the contro] of the state the con- 
victs have not only been made to earn 
immense sums of money, but their 
health has been kept and their control 
brought down to humane lines. The 
death rate is below 3 per cent, and sick 
men and women taken from the hereto- 
fore filthy jails with disease and death 
in their systems, have been brought up 
to the best of health. There wag al- 
ways complaint on the part of the citi- 
zens about the way county men were 
treated, and it has been the dream of 
bumanitarians for some time te see the 
county wards controlled by the state. 

By a law of the legislature the funds 
of the department are handled by the 
board, instead of by the auditor, as be- 
fore. This will bring the county funds 
in in the same way, so that a great deal 
of money will have to be taken care of 
by the Inspectors. However, the courtty 
money will be sent direct to the coune 
ties, and little be handled by the state,

New Means Needed.

and ultimate good of the people; and 


‘state’s rights are to be upneld in 50

far. as they mean the people's. rights. 
Especially is this true in dealing with 
the relations of the people as a whole 
to the great corporations which are the 
distinguishing features of modern bus!- 
ness conditions. 

“Experience has shown that it is nec- 
essary to exercise a far more efficient 
control than at present over the busi{- 
ness use of those vast fortunes, chietiy 
corporate, which are used (as under 
modern conditions they almost invarta- 
bly are) in interstate business. When 
the constitution was created none of 
the conditions of modern business ex- 
isted. 

“They are wholly new and we must 
create new agencies to deal effectively 
with them. There is no. objection in 
the Aninds of this people to any mans 
earning any amount of money if he does 
it honestly and fairly, if he gets it as 
the result of special skill and enter- 
prise. as a reward of ample service 
actually rendered. But there is a 
growing determination that) no men 
Shall amass a great fortune by special 
privilege, by chicanery and wrong-doing, 
so far as it is in the power of legisla- 
tion to prevent: and that the fortune 
when amassed shall not have a business 
use that is antisocial. Most large cor- 
porations do a business that is not con-- 
fined to any one state. 


State Action Alone Ineffective. 


“‘*Experience has shown that the effort 
to eontrol these corporations by mere 
state action cannot produce wholesome 
results. In most cases such effort falis 
to correct the real abuses of which the 
corporation is or may be guilty, while 
in other cases the effort is apt to cause 
either hardship to the corporation it- 
self or else hardship to neighboring 
states which have not tried to grapple 
with the problem in the same manner; 
and of course we myst be as scrup- 
ulous to safeguard the rights of the cor- 
porations as to exact from them in re- 
turn a full measure of fustice to the 
public. 

“I believe in a national incorporation 
law for corporations engaged in inter- 
state business. I believe, furthermore, 
that the need for action is most press- 
ing as regards those corporations which, 
because they are common carriers, exer- 
cise a quasi-public function; and which 
can be completely controlled, in all re- 
spects by the federal government, by the 
exercise of the power conferred under 
the interstate commerce claus, and, If 
necessary, under the post road clause, of 
the constitution. During the last few 
years we have taken marked strides in 
advance along the road of proper regu- 


[lation of these railroad corporations: but 
chance to do any work, no matter how | we must not stop in the work. The na-

tinal government should exercise over 
them a similar supervision and control 
to that which it exercises over nationa’ 
banks. Wecan do this only by proceed- 
ing farther along the lines marked out 
by the recent national legislation. 


Reforms Operate Slowly. 

“In dealing with any totally new set 
of conditions there must at the outset be 
hesitation and experiment. Such has been 
our experience in dealing with the enor- 
mous concentration of capital employed 
in interstate business. Not only the leg- 
islatures, but the courts and the people 
need gradually to be educated so that 
they may see what the real wrongs are 
and what the real remedies. Almost every 
big business concern is engaged in inter- 
state commerce, and such a concern 
must not be allowed by a  dexterous 
shifting of position, as has been too 
often the case in the past, to escape 
thereby all responsibility either to state 
or to nation. 


Federal Control the Remedy. 


“The American people became firmly 
convinced of the need of control over 
these great aggregations of capital, espe- 
clally where they had a monopolistic 
tendency, before they became quite clear 
as to the proper way of ahieviing the con- 
trol. Through their representativeg in 
congress they tried two remedies, which 
were, to a large degree, at least as inter- 
preted by the courts, contradictory. On 
the one hand, under the anti-trust law 
the effort was made to prohibit all com- 
bination, whether it was or was not hurt- 
ful or beneficial to the public. On the 
other hand, through the interstate com- 
merce law a beginning was made in ex- 
ercising: such supervision and control 
over combinations as to prevent their 
doing anything harmful to the body poli- 
the. The first law, the so-called Shermap 
law, has filled a useful place, for it 
bridges over the transition period until 
the American people shall definitely make 
up its mind that it will exercise over the 
great corporations that thoroughgoing 
and radical control which it is certain ul- 
timately to find necessary. The principle 
of the Sherman law so far as it prohibits

of the government, also permits such | 
useful combinations as are made with |

Criminal Prosecutions. 


“Often men who have been guilty of 
Violating ‘these laws have really acted 
in criminal fashion, and if. possible 
should be proceeded agunst criminal. 
and therefore it Is advisable that there 
should bo a clause in these laws pro- 
viding for such criminal action, and for 
punishment by’ imprisonment as well as 
by fine. But, a6 is well known, in a 
criminal action the law {is strictly con- 
trued in favor of the defendant, and 
im our country, at Iéast, both judge 
and jury-are far more tnclined to con- 
sider his rights.than they are the in. 
terests of the general public: while. in 
addition, it is always true that a man’s 
general practices may ‘be so bad that 
a civil action will lle when it may not 
be possible to convict him of any one 
criminal act. ‘ied 

‘There is unfortunately a certain num- 
ber of our fellow countrymen who seem 
to accept the view that unless a man 
can be proved guilty of some particular 
crime he shall .be counted a goo4 citi- 
zen, no matter tow ‘infamous the life 
he has led, no matter how perniciove 
his doctrines or his ovractices. This 
is the view announced from time to 
time with clamorous insistence, now by 
a group of vnredetory capitalists, now 
Dy a groun of sinister anarchistic lead- 
ers and agtators. whenever a special 
champion of efther class, no matter 
how evil his general life, i« acauitted 
of same one apecific crime Such a view 
{x wicked whether apnited to canitaliat 
oer labor leader. to rich man or poor 
man. Rut we hare to take this feel'-« 
inte accourt when we are debating 
whether {t {s posetble to eet a convie- 
tion tn a criminal vroceeding against 
some rich trust magnate, many of 
whose actinna are severely to be con- 
Aemned from the moret and anctal 
standpoint. hut no-one of whose acttors 
seaman clearly to eatehiiah auch techni- 
cal evtlt as will inevrea ai conviction 
As wp matter of axnedienev. Inverforcing 
the law acatinst 9 creat caeneration. we 
have continually to weierh the argu- 
ments nro and cnn nA. whet mer ¢ 
nraseention can enccecafolly he entered 
Into. and as ta whather we can he sve- 
nage?) tn a erimine’ action agoinat the 
hte? {[ndividuale in the cnarnoration, 
and if nat whether we can at Teast 
he sueresaful in a elyfl action against 
the corporation itself. 

Where Opvositien 

‘Any effective action on thé nart 
the gavernment ia always obiected fo. #8 
a matter of course. bv the wronadoers, 
hv the banefictaries of the wrongdoers. 
and hy their champions: and often ove 
af the most effactive ways of attacking 
the action of the government is Dy oh- 
jectine to practical action upon the 
rroun’ that it doeg not go far enough. 
“me of the favorite devices of those who 
are really striving to prevent the en- 
forcement of these laws is to clamar 
for action of evch severity that {* can- 
not he undertaken bacause it will be 
cerfatn to fail if tried. An instance of 
this Is the demand often made for crim- 
inal prosecutions where such prosecu- 
tions would be certain to fail. 

Juries Slow to Convict. 

“We have found by actual experience 
that a jury which will gladly punish a 
corporation by fine, for instance, will 
acquit the individual members of that 
corporation if we proceed against them 
criminally because of those very things 
which the corporation which. they di- 
rect and control has done. : J \a recent 
case against the Heorice tru \we  in- 
dicted and tried the two cc \orations 
and their respective presidenis. The 
contracts of other transactions estab- 
lishing the guilt of the corporations 
were made through, and so far as they 
were in writing were signed by. the 
two presidents. Yet the jury convict- 
ed the two corporations and acquitted 
the two men. Both verdicts could not 
possibly have been correct: but appar- 
ently the average juryman wishes to 
see trusts broken up, and is quite ready 
to fine the corporation itself: but is 
very reluctant to find the facts “proven 
beyond a reasonable doubt’? when it 
comes to sending to jail a reputable 
member of the business community for 
uoing what the business community has 
unhappily grown to recognize as well- 
righ normal in business. Moreover. un- 
der the necessary technicalities of crim- 
inal proceedings, often the only man 
who can be reached criminally wil] be 
some subordinate who is not the real 
guilty party at all.

All these are compat- 
ible with fair dealings as between man 
and man and rigid obedience to the 
law. Our aim is to help every honest 
men, every honest corporation, and .our 
policy means, in its ultimate analysis, 
a healthy and prosperous expansion of 
business activity, of honest business 
men and honest corpordtons, | 

The Interests of the Wage Earner. 


“I very earnestly hope that the legis- 
lation which deals with the regulation 
of corporations engaged in interstate 
business will also deal with the rights 
and interests of the wageworkers em- 
ployed by those corporations. Action 
was taken by the congress last year 
limiting the number of hours that rail- 
way employees should _be employed. 
The law is a good one. but if in practice 
it oroves necessary to strengthen it( it 
must be ‘strengthened. We have now 
“ecured a national employers’ liability 
law, but -ultimately a more far-reaching 
anid thorough-going law must be passed. 
It is monstrous that a man or woman 
who is crippled In an industry even as 
the result of taking what are the nec- 
essary riske of the occupation, should 
be required to bear the whole burden 
of the loss. That burden ‘should be dis- 
tributed and not placed solely upon the 
weakest individual. the one least able 
to carry it. By making the employer 
Mable the loss will ultimately be dis- 
tributed among all the beneficiaries of 
the business. 

“T also hope that there will be legisia- 
tion increasing the power of the national 
government to deal with certain mat- 
ters concerning the health of our people 
everywhere: the federal authorities, for 
instance should join with all the state 
authorities In warring against the dread- 
ful scourge of tuberculosis. 

“T have spoken of but one or two laws 
which, tn my judgment, ft !s advisable 
to enact as part of the general scheme 
for making the interference of the na- 
tional government more effective In se- 
euring fusticé and fair dealfng as be- 
tween man and man here in the United 
States. 

“Tt ig a necessary thing to have good 
laws, good institutions: but the most nec- 
essary of all things is to have a hig” 
quality of individual citizenship. This 
does not mean that we can afford to neg- 
lect legislation. It will be highly disas- 
trous if we permit ourselves to be mis- 
led by the pleas of those who see in an 
unrestricted individualism the all-suffi- 
client panacea for social evils; but it will 
will be even more disastrous to adopt 
the opposite panacea of any socialistic 
system which would destroy all individ- 
ualism, which would root out the fiber 
of our whole citizenship. In any great 
movement, such as that fn which we are 
engaged. nothing {s more necessary than 
sanity. than the refusal te be led into ex- 
tremes by the advocates of the ultra 
course on either side. Those professed 
friends of liberty who champion license 
are the worst foes of liberty and tend 
by the reaction thefr violenre causes to 
throw the government hack into tha 
hands of the men who champlon corrup- 
tion and tyranny in the name of order. 


Justice to All Men. 

“So it is with this movement for se- 
curing justice toward all men, and equal- 
ity of opportunity so far as it can be se- 
cured by government action. /The rich 
man who with hard arrogance declines 
to consider the rights and the needs of 
those who are less well off, and the poor 
man who excites or indulges in envy and 
hatred of those who are better off, are 
alike alien to the spfrit of our national! 
life. Bach of them should learn to at 
preciate the baseness and degradation of 
his point of view, as evil in the one case 
as in the other. There exists no more 
sordid and unlovely type of socia} de- 
velopment than a plutocracy, for there 
is a peculiar unwholesomeness in a 80- 
cial and governmental ideal where wealth 
by and of itself Is held up as the great- 
est good. The materialism of such a 
view, whether [{t finds its expression in 
the life of a man who accumulates a vast 
fortune in ways that are repugnant to 
every instinct of generosity and of fair 
dealing, or whether It finds its expression 
in the vapidly useless and self-indulgent 
life of the inheritor of that fortune, i8 
contemptible in the eyes of all men cap- 
able of a thrill of lofty feeling. Where 
the power of the law can be wisely used 
to prevent or to minimize the acquisition 
or business employment of such wealih 
and to make it pay by income or inher- 
itance tax its proper share of the burden 
of government, I would invoke that pow- 
er without a moment’s hesitation. 

Enlightened Public Sentiment. 

“But while We can accomplish some- 
thing by legislation, legislation can never 
ibe more than a part, and often no more 
than a small part, in the general scheme 
of moral progress; and crude or vindic- 
tive legislation may at any time bring 
such progress toa halt. Certain socialis- 
tic leaders propose to redistribute the 
world’s goods by refusing to thrift and 
energy and industry their proper su- 
periority over folly and idleness ‘and 
sullen envy. Such legislation would mere- 
ly, in the words of the president of Co- 
lumbta university, ‘wreck the worki’s ef- 
ficiency for the purpose of redistributing 
the world’s discontent.’ We ghould a!! 
of us work heart and soul for the real 
and permanent betterment which will lift 
our democratic civilizaton to a hgher 
level of safety and usefulness. Such bet- 
terment can come only by the _ slow, 
steady growth of the spirit which metes

The Cotton Seems ‘te Be 
, Weed—Little Fruit. 


Camilla, Ga., August 20.—(Special.)—The

cotton crops in the section immediately around 
this pale have been very much damaged by 
the heavy regular rains that have visited 
this section daily for the past several days. 

Reliable farmers state that the crop of short 
cotton is injured about 285 per cent, others 
report 50 per cent. We should say, on a con- 
servative estimate, that there Js about 20 per 
cent of the cotton lost. 

The long cotton is in fairly good condition, 
but if the rains continue this must also 
suffer, 

The crop is a little deceptive in appearanca, 
as the plant is all weed and no fruit. In fact 
the weed is one of the finest that has ever 
been seen. Cotton is opening and on account 
of the rain it is rotting in the bowls, as the 
farmers are unable to have it picked.

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The Confessions of a Reformer. 

Naive and interesting is the con- 
fession of Editor Shipp of the Cordele 
Kambler, which we publish today to- 
gother with the comments of the Sa 
vannah Press, 

It is, in brief, that he wanted the 
negro disfranchisement law for the 
purpose of getting prohibition in 
Georgia, but now that “we have got 
more prohibition than we want,” he 
does not want the disfranchisement 
law with its possible dangers. 

In other words, Editor Shipp sup- 
ported the demand for the disfran- 
chisement law solely for the purpose 
of securing prohibition, a thing against 
which both his candidates and the 
platform were outspoken. 

But now that prohibition has come 
and practically the only reform which 
Editor Shipp desired has been  as- 
sured, he stops to take a calm, dispas- 
sionate view of the means by which 
he proposed to achieve the end, and 
finds in it grave dangers to the fu- 
ture of the state. He foresees the 
division of the white people of the 
state into two parties with the edu- 
cated negro vote as the balance of 
power, for, as he says, the time must 
soon come when the negroes will be 
educated in sufficient number to con- 
stitute a power that must be reckon- 
ed with at the ballot box. “Therefore,” 
Editor Shipp says, “it will be only a 
skort time when the black peril will 
be greater than eva”

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Personal Penalties. 

The representatives of the “special 
interests” are alarmed at the per- 
sistent talk of imprisonment for the 
officials of trusts and railroad cor- 
porations guilty of lawless practices. 

If this method of correction is 
pressed, an aroused public sentiment 
will force criminal proceedings 
whether those who have posed as ad- 
vocates of such measures are entirely 
sincere or not. 

Secretary Taft, the leading republi- 
can candidate for president, taok oc 
casion Monday night in his first 
formal public statement, to include a 
reference to pérsonal penalties. Ae 
believes the “imprisonment of one 
or two managers of unlawful trusts 
would have a most healthful effect 
throughout the country.” 

President Roosevelt, in his speech 
on Tuesday, took practically the same 
stand, reiterating the views he has 
already expressed. 

The press of the whole country has 
directed attention to this remedy wn- 
der the law, and it is becoming ev- 
ery day apparent that the suggestion 
is creating a profound and, let us 
hope, salutary alarm in certain quar- 
ters. 

A few days ago the New York Sun 
published at the head of its editorial 
column this mournful commentary, 
Signed “W.”: 

To the Editor of The Sun—Sir: The 
feeling seems to be growing that the 
United States government in its actions 
against railroad and other corporations 
should confine itself to the punishment 
by imprisonment, if possible, of guilty 


Officials and not seek to ruin innocent 
stockholders. 


It looks as if the United States goOv- 


ernment was trying to make political | 
capital out of its power to prosecute, | 


regardless of the cost to the country, 
or had given way to a fit of ugly. per- 
sonal vindctiveness. 

In the meantime thousands of people 
are being ruined—many of them old, 
like the writer, who 
years ago had a modest competence— 
today ruined.

No sensible man advocates an en- 
tire change in the present method of 
correcting corporation abuses.  In- 
stead of punishment being confined 
to guilty officials, where it is possible 
to locate the real fountain head from 
which flow the evils, practically all 
those who have spoken on the sub- 
ject urge criminal prosecution in ad- 
dition to civil procedure. It has been 
shown that civil suits are not suffi- 
cient to entirely eradicate this evil, 
for the giving and receiving of rebates 
still continues. Probably criminal 
suits would not entirely stop the prac- 
tice. Neither do law again stealing, 
murder and other crithes. Still there 
is no good reason why such laws 
should, for that reason, be ignored. 

The imprisonment of trust officials, 
with the consequent loss of prestige 
and of citizenship and the infliction 
of the odium which a penitentiary 
sentence carries with it, would con- 
vince obstinate law breakers in high 
tlaces that the laws must be observ- 
ed, whereas even colossal fines, which 
burden them only in proportion to 
their stock holdings, would be un- 
availing. 

The charge of “ugly, persona] vin- 
dictiveness” which the correspondent 
of.the Sun makes against the gov- 
ernment, is the same charge which 
almost every confirmed criminal 
makes against the judge and the jury 
which convicts him. -He protests 
that they are animated by personal 
animosity; that the law is vindic- 
tive, 

What possible ‘“‘personal vindictive- 
ness” can actuate either Secretary 
Taft, the republican candidate for 
president, or Attorney General Bona- 
parte? Neither can have any ground 
for complaint against the trusts for 
failure to extend support in cam- 
paigns for politica] office, for neither 
have yet had occasion to ask it. Sec- 
cretary Taft has been a judge on the 
bench, and his pronunciamento against

The law on the subject of rebating 
is plain—as plain as is the duty of 
the attorney general. 

The Sherman anti-trust law 0 
1890 provided for a “fine not ex 
ceeding $5,000 or by imprisonment 
not exceeding one year, or by both 
punishments in the discretion of the 
court.” 

The. imprisonment feature was 
eliminated in the Elkins amendment 
to the interstate commerce law, 
edopted in 1903, and the officers and 
agents of offending corporations were 
made subject to fines of not less 
than $1,000 nor more than $20,000 
for each offense. It was under this 
lew that Judge Landis recently fined 
the Standard Oil company. 

The imprisonment penalty was 
again added in the rate law which 
went into effect on June 29, 1906. In 
addition to the fine against the com- 
pany and its individual officers and 
agents as indicated above, this law 
provides for “imprisonment in the 
penitentiary for a term not exceeding 
two years, or both fine and im- 
prisonment, in the discretion of the 
court.” 

It is probably a very regretable 
fact to many law breakers and would- 
be violaters, but the only possible es- 
cape for them—if these statutes are 
tu be enforced—is to obey the law. 

The New York Sun’s correspondent 
is in error as to the “ruin” which 
would be brought upon him by this 
course. Instead of the “ruin” it would 
be the saving of corporations afflict- 
ed with law-breaking officials. A 
minimum fine and a maximum prison 
sentence would protect the stock- 
holders and innocent investors from 
the very “ruin” which the maximum 
fine provided by law. might bring 
upon offending corporations. 


Was It a Life Line? 


In its expiring hours, with the ap- 
proach of the Sabbath dawn, the Geor- 
gia legislature did one or two things 
which have never been explained. 

It had attempted to legislate 
against Sunday trains of all classes, 
even the mail trains. It had made ef- 
forts to stop the Sunday street car 
and put the Sunday excursionists un- 
der the ban of the law. Various oth- 
e, Sunday prohibition measures were 
pending in different stages of incom- 
pleteness. 

Then it suddenly became apparent 
that the general assembly was itself 
holding a Sunday session! 

The hands of the clock were turned 
back, but neither that nor any other 
work of man could stay the relent- 
lcss hand of time. There were other 
and truthful clocks to tell the story. 

And so into Sunday morning pass- 
ed the legislative session while re- 
formers sat there and worked on 
laws that were to make Georgia 4 
mere perfect state. 

What danger it was in its members 
may not have known. What possible 
denunciation confronted it from 
church and pulpit they may or may 
not have dreamed or _ realized. 
Should the legislature which passed 
‘the state prohibition law render it- 
‘self culpable by violation of the 
sabbath? 

That the thought was present can- 
'not be doubted. Was not the senate 
clock ordered uncovered and then— 
covered up again? 

But hark! from a rift in the hover- 
ing clouds comes a voice like a beam 
of sunlight. It is a motion to take 
up and pass the bill that prohibits 
Sunday fishing. What scintillating 
genius conceived the thought? It took 
like bot cakes; the vote was unan- 
imous. 

And so in the early hours of Sun- 
day morning it was finally made the 
law that he who fishes or attempts to 
fish upon the Sabbath day must pay 
the penalty of crime. 

Was the anti-Sunday fishing bill 
thrown out as the lifeline of the Sun- 
day session? Did the enactment of 
this law, it may not be amiss to ask, 
come from out the true legislative 
heart, or was it just made the “comb- 
proof” of legislative safety?

Arbitration and Strikes. 

In every case of dispute between 
employer and employees, especially in 
public service corporations, there are 
three parties affected. On the one 
hand are the officers of the corpora- 
tion and the stockholders; on the 
other hand are the employees and 
their families. Too often these two 
cverlook the fact that there is a third 
party whose rights should be consid- 
ered—the public. 

The people are not in position to 
|knoy in every instance all the facts 
iin the case and therefore to judge 
as between the two disputants. 
Whether the men are in error in 
walking out or the employers are un- 
just in locking out, they naturally 
‘have not the time to stop and inquire. 
/But the public is nevertheless affect- 
-e¢ by strikes and lockouts that para- 
| lyze trade and disturb the orderly 
j}conduct of business and social inter- 
course. They are alike the sufferers 
| with the actual participants in these 
labor disturbances, 

That there should be some means 
of arbitrating all such differences and 
compelling observance of the decis- 
icns arrived at, has long been rec- 
ognized. It would be eminently the 
sensible thing to do; less costly, less 
aggravating and less harmful to bus- 
iness.

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A “REFORMER” VIEW OF 
DISFRANCHISEMENT BILL 


The Savannah Press copies the follow- 
tng from The Cordele Rambler: 


“The Rambler has never believed that 
the disfranchisement of the negro by 
the states wouly be worth a rap except 
to get quick prohibition, and since we 
have got now even more prohfbition 
than we want, we can see a lot of dan- 
gerous situations growing out of dis- 
franchisement. The first is that there 
will be two white parties to spring up 
at once; this under some circumstances 
would be a healthy condition. as we 
think two parties are better where no 
alien race exists, but just think of the 
time when all. the negroes are edu- 
cated’ and when the vote gatherers of 
both whtie parties are inviting him to 
register and vote. It will only be a 
short time when the black peril will be 
greater than ever. No intelligent man 
believes this disfranchisement bill to 
be anythng but a temporary expedient. 
Negroes vote very little in Georgia, ex- 
cept where the white people are divided. 
The prohibitionists and lIfguor men in- 
vite them -to register ang vote in elec- 
tions where the sale of whisky is at 
stake, but on party measures, where all 
of the white folks are against them, 
they don’t raise their heads. It takes 
white encouragement and they will get 
plenty of it when we have two white 
parties.”’ 

Commenting editorially on the fore- 
going, The Press says: 

“The Cordele Rambler makes a re- 
freshing admission when it say that 
it supported the disfranchisement Dill 
because it wanted prohibition. Now 
that it ‘has more prohibition than. it 
wants,’ it sees many dangers which may 
spring up behind this measure. The 
ambler then proceeds to enumerate 
what they are and to renew its fears 
that as many white men as negroes may 
eventually be disfranchised by the bill. 

“The confesion and apprehension of 
The Rambler are equally innocent. That 
paper has always supporteq the reform 
campaign for governor and has been 
behind the reform measures in the leg- 
islature. It is willing to tolerate the 
evils of disfranchisement, because it did 
not wish to see the negro vote to keep 
down prohibition. It got prohibition 
much more quickly than it was thought 
or dreamed of, and then it wasn’t so 
anxious for  disfranchisement. The 
Rambler was willing to deprive the whole 
race of its right of suffrage, merely to 
carry its point agafnst the saloons. The 
saloon went down before the suffrage 
did. So faras The Rambler is concerned, 
it would really prefer not to see the 
black race deprived of its ballot. This 
is funny. The disfranchisement bill 
may not be funny. The Rambler fears 
it may be a two-edged sword, and it 
sees how considerable harm may come 
of it. It expresses its fear in a very 
striking way. 

“On the subject of the liquor question 
The Rambler expressed [tself this way, 
just after the passage of the Dill: 

Well, prohibition has won out all hollow

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ASTRONOMER CALLS STARS ~ 
“CREATOR'S CRUCIBLES” 


“The stars,” said Sir David Gill, 
K, Cc. B., in the finest passage of his 
presidential address to the members 
of the British Association, at Leices- 
ter, “are the crucibles of the Creator,” 
according to The London Chronicie. 

Astronomy, that vast scierfte of the 
universe, was noturally the subject 
chosen by Sir David Gill, the distin- 
guished Aberdonian who for twenty- 
eight years has been his majesty'’s 
astronomer at the Cape. He traced 
the history of the science, dwelt on its 
most recent deevlopments, and sketch- 
ed an impressive and suggestive pic- 
ture of the astronomer watching the 
birth and evolution of worlds. 

At the outset Sir David quoted Lord 
Kelvin’s saying that ‘nearly all the 
Srandest discoveries of science have 
been the reward of accurate measure- 
ments and patient, long-continued 
labor in the minute sifting of numer- 
ical results.” Going on to deal with 
geodesy, the president referred to the 
Great African Arc, on the 30th me- 
ridian, “which it igs the dream of my 
life to see completed.” They had now 
a contnuous geodetic survey, extend- 
ing over twenty-five degrees of lati- 
tude. Captain Lyons, at the head of 
the survey of Egypt, assured him that 
preliminary operations towards carry- 
ing the arc southwards from Alexan- 
dria had been begun. 

“That are, if ever my dream fs real- 
ized, will extend from Cape L’Agulhas 
to Cairo, thence round the eastern 
Shore of the Mediterranean and the 
islands of Greece, and there meet the 
triangulation of Greece itself, the lat- 
ter being already connected with 
Struve’s great arc, which terminates 
at the North Cape in latitude 70 de- 
grees north. This will constitute an 
arc of 105 degrees in length—the 
longest arc of meridian that is meas- 
urable on the earth’s surface.” 

It was in the direction of the motion 
and distribution in space of the stars. 
continued the speaker, that the most 
striking advances in our knowledge 
had recently been made. Since 189! 
great advances had also been made in 
our detailed knowledge of the cnem- 
istry of the sun and stars. The meth- 
ods of astro-spectrography had been 
greatly improved, the precision of the 
determination of motion in ave line of 
sight greatly enhanced, and many dis- 
coveries made of those close double 
Stars, ordinarily termed spectroscopic 
agoubles, the study of which seemed 
destined to throw illustrative light 
upon the probable history of the de- 
velopment of systems from the orig- 
inal nebular condition to that of more 
permanent systems. 

A Great Work. 

Some sixteen of the principal obser- 
vatories of the world were now en- 
gaged not only in photographing the 
heavens, but in measuring those pho- 
tographs and publishing the relative 
positions of the stars on the plates 
down to the eleventh magnitude. A 
century hence this great work would 
have to be repeated, and then, if they 
of the present day had done their duty 
thoroughly, their successors would 


that of the northern, and consequently 
one welcomed with enthusiasm the 
proposal on the part of the Carnegie 
Institute to establish a meridian obser- 
vatory in a suitable situation in the 
southern hemfsphere. This would con- 
duce, more than anything else, to rem<« 
edy the want of balance in astronomi- 
cal euort in the two hemispheres. 

But for the solution of tne riddss «« 
the universe much more was, requir# 
The sole prosecution of roufine labu:, 
however high the ultimate object, 
would hardly be a healthy condition 
for the astronomy of the immediate fu- 
ture. The sense of progress was neces- 
sary; the desire to know must be grat- 
ined. bor these reasons Kapteyn had 
proposed a scheme of research which 
was designed to afford within a com- 
paratively limited time a great aug- 
mentation of our knowledge. The prin- 
ciple on which his program was based 
Was that the adequate data as to the 
proper motions, parallaxes, magnitudes, 
and the type of spectrum of stars, sit- 
uated in limited but symmetrically dis- 
tributed areas of the sky kould suffice 
to determine many of the broader facts 
of the constitution of the universe. In 
all respects save one his proposals 
were practical and adequate—the ex- 
ception was tha tof the determination 
of motion in the line of light. 

All present experience shows that 
there was no known satisfactory meth- 
od of determininz radial velocity of 
Stars by wholesale methods, but that 
such velocities must be determined star 
by star. On this account there was 
great need in both hemtspheres for a 
huge reflecting telescope—6 to 8 feet 
in aperture. Such a telescope was al-< 
ready in preparation for use in the 
northern hemisphere. It was to be 
hoped that Professor Pickering’s ap- 
peal for a large reflector to be mount- 
ed in the southern hemisphere would 
meet with an adequate response. 
Twenty-Five “Fruitless” Centuries, 

“The ancient philosophers,” went on 
Sir David Gill, “were confident in the 
adequacy of their intellectual powers 
alone to determine the laws of human 
thought and regulate the actions of 
their fellow men, and they did not hes- 
itate to employ the same unsupported 
means for the solution of the riddle of 
the universe. Every school of philoso- 
@hy agreed that some object which 
they could see was a fixed center of 
the universe, and the battle was fought 
as to what that center was. The ab- 
sence of facts, their entire ignorance 
of methods of exact measurement, did 
not daunt them, and the question fur- 
nished them a subject of dispute and 
fruitless occupation for twenty-five 
centuries. 

“But astronomers now recognize that 
Bradley's meridian observations at 
Greenwich, made only !50 years ago, 
have contributed more to the advance- 
ment of sidereal astronomy than all the 
speculations of preceding centuries, 
They have learned the Jesson that hue- 
man knowledge in the slowly develop- 
ing phenomena of eidereal astronomy 
must be content to progress by the ac- 
cumulating labors of successive gener- 
ations of men; that progress will be 
measured for generations yet to come 
more by the amount of honest, well- 
directed and systematically discussed 
observation than by the most brilllant

Treaty Relations With Japan.

become available for this purpose?

Washington, August 20.—The refunding 
of at least $1,000,000 in taxes jllegally 
collected will result from a decision of the 
commission of internal revenue today that 
under the act of June 27, 1902, which 
repealed the war revenue act, the tax 
on a bequest or legacy does not lie except 
where the beneficiary came into actual 
possession and enjoyment of the property 
bequeathed prior to the passage of the 
act of June 27, 1902. This reverses the 
practice of the internal revenue bureau 
under which the tax was levied and col- 
lected regardless of whether the bene- 
ficiaries came into the enjoyment of the 
property before or after the war revenue 
act was repealed.

TO INVESTIGATE 
WATERWORKS 


Mayor Appoints Special Com- 
mittee of Seven, 


IS A NEW PUMP NEEDED? 


Special Committee May Make This 
Discovery—But for Pump Agita- 
tion There Would Probably 
Have Been No Investiga- 
tion of Waterworks 
System. 


At last the city council has ascertained 
what it thinks it wants in regard to the 
waterworks. It wants another invest!- 
gation and has had a committee appoint- 
ed for that purpose. 

Yesterday morning Mayor Joyner ap- 
pointed the following committee, unaer 


@ council resolution, to investigate the 
waterworks system and report back to 
council what the department really 
needs. Of course, this committee wiil 
take in the much-talked-about pump: 

Councilman T. D. Longino, chairman: 
Councilman C. E. Harman, Alderman H. 
M. Beutell, Citizens J. Wilie Pope, H. 
C, Stockdell, E. Van Winkle and City 
Engineer R. M. Clayton. 

This committee will get together and 
make a thorough investigtion of the wa- 
terworks department. While it is true 
that the city, has a most excellent and 
competent board of water comniissioners, 
men who were chosen by the city coun- 
cil, yet it ig deemed expedient to have 
a special committee to make an investi- 
gation of the waterworks system. 

The water board decided some time ago 
that @ new reservoir, a new main from 
the river, a new clear water basis, a new 
coagulating basin and new filters were 
needed. It also claimed the privilege 
of saying a new pump was needed at the 
Hemphill station. This need of a pump 
was emphasized by a report of govern- 
ment engineers employed by the South- 
eastern Tariff Association. 


Pump Disturbed Situation. 


Everything would have gone well but 
for the pump agitation. When bids for 
a pump were asked for, the Southern 
Hydraulic Engineering Company asked 
to be allowed to put in a bid for a cen- 
trifugal pump, which had not been ad- 
vertised for. The wWkter board permit- 
ted a special committee from council to 
help it act upon the matter. From April 
to August there was delay after delay, 
while the board and special committee 
wrestled over what kind of pump was 
wanted. The question is said to have 
even entered into the recent city pri- 
mary. During the wrangle there came a 
water shortage and the people had to 
drink muddy water fora while. This ca!l- 
ed for an investigation. The aldermanic 
board had changed the council resolution 
by holding onto the pump bids and by 
striking out a provision for the employ- 
ment of an hydraulic engineer. At this 
council balked. Then the aldermanic 
board held a called session and once 
more turned council down.

busy purchasing them. Even the most)! 
fashionable boarding schools, where the 
pupils are permitted socia! activities. 
urge upon parents the simplicity of these 
trousseaux. 

They suggest that the underwear be of 
@ substantial nature, rather than that 
which is perishable, and they discourage 
siik stockings on the ground that young 
women students have little time for darn- 
ing, and that it can rarely be done prop- 
erly by the ones employed for such du- 
ties in boarding schools. It is urged 
upon southern parents to insist upon 
their daughters going north to school 
wearing flannel underwear. -Silk wrap- 
pers and negligees are deemed impracti- 
cal and perishable, and flannel wrappers | 
and warm bath robes suggested. 

Well fitting shirtwaists and enough of 
them, and short skirts are congidered | 
the most proper uniforms for day wear, 
and inconspicuous walking dress for the 
street; two frocks suljtable for soirees 
or social evenings within the school 
cover the school girls’ trousseau, as dis- 
cussed by the principal of a well known 
boarding school. 

A light wrap and a heavy one are nec- 
essary and a pair of stout walking boots: 
a pair less heavy and more dressy, com- 
fortable shoes for the house and a pair 
of black slippers are supposed to be the 
necessary footgear. 

Although the giris are encouraged to 
cultivate something of the artistic in 
their rooms it its supposed to be along 
simple lines; pictures of a dainty kind. 
not elaborately framed; sofa cushions 
with washable covers, curtains that can 
be kept clean anu only such toilet arti- 
cles as are necessary. Books are not 
encouraged except for reference, as the 
school] library is supposed to furnish in- 
teresting reading matter at the right time 
and in moderation.

Out of door recreations are being en- 
couraged more than ever for young girls, 
but the excessive sports and athletics 
are being modified even in the eastern 
and western colleges.

“No one who diligently studies the 
signs of the times can fail to observe 
that the conditions of modern life in 
Englang are producing a change in the 
character of the people, a change which 
is especially noticeable among the mid- 
dle classes in our large towns. Men are 
becoming more shrewd, 
more businesslike, and in a negative 
sense more correct, they are becoming 
less courageoud less impulsive, less 
emotional, and, in a word. less human. 
This is largely due to the increasing 
complexity of the mechanism of life. 
There is a mechanica] spirit abroad, 
mechanical qualities of mind are being 
developed, the breath of a sirocco is 
withering up the ordinary human feel- 
ings. Routine and the dull details of 
business occupy the individual and tend 
to encroach more and more on the mar- 
gin of time and energy requisite to the 
development of the higher qualities of 
mind and heart.” 

Humanism, heroism, the ideal life, are 
things practically excluded from a busi- 
ness career. ‘In the words of this 
writer: 

“Owing to the strain of competition 
the professiona] man must work longer 
hours than formerly, he must give more 
attention to his business, he must put 
more of his soul into It. He tends to be 
first a man of business, and, secondly, 
a human being, and his standard of con- 
duct, his methods of thinking, are form- 
ed accordingly. The degree of initia- 
tive, of Independence of judgment, of 
imagination which his work calls forth, 
must depend upon the character of the 
work and upon the relative importance 
of the position which he occupies, but 
‘as a rule these are qualities which he 
does not tend to develop. If he is a 
subordinate he must conform to the 
will of his superior and must adapt him- 
i self to his ways of thinking; if he is not 
a subordinate he has generally to ac- 
' knowledge the public as his master and 
must strive to please the public. He 
must repress originality and independ- 
ence of judgment except within a limit- 
ed sphere. and must also repress imagi- 
nation and feeling.”

| “At the outset of the new season, in 
(a list of twenty-seven producing houses, 
music pieces will fill thirteen, while 
| the other fourteen will be put to more 
legitimate uses. Three weeks later 
more than half of the musical comedies 
will disappear, to be replaced by saner 
and safer productions. So it is hardly 
fair to say that the new season prom- 
ises, like many in the past, to plunge 
headlong into frivolity. 

“The public’s chance for amusement 
will be delayed a fortnight, but already 
theatrical folk are engaged in the year’s 
hardest work. Several hundred com- 
panies are now rehearsing in New York 
preparatory to setting out upon their 
tours. Scene painters and costumers 
are putting the final touches upon pro- 
ductions, new and old. The air of 
Broadway is full of plans and projects. 
The holiday of the actor is at an end, 
and he is looking anxiously toward the 
morrow. 

“The incidents of last week are not 
worth much attention. Raymond Hitch- 
cock, who appeared in ‘The Yankee 
Tourist,” the musical edition of ‘The 
Galloper,’ would have won greater suc- 
cess if he had been a little more gen- 
erous in sharing the center of the stage 
at the Astor theater with his asso- 
ciates. He is a performer who is amus- 
ing within a narrow range, but he is not 
a finished artist and his drawl and an- 
tics, when delivered in large doses, soon 
grow tiresome. 

“It does not appear either that Rich- 
ard Harding Davis and Wallace Irwin 
furnished him with very amusing ma- 
terial, while the musical setting to the 
piece, composed by Alfred G. Robyn, 
is decidedly of the jingle ordér and 
none too origina] at that. If the musi- 
cal comedy succeeds at all it will be on 
the scere of Mr. Hitchcock's past popu- 
larity. 

“But the largest crop of summer icl- 
cles was harvested by the mournfully 
melodramatic near-comic opera ‘The 
Alaskan’ at the Knickerbocker. Its fail- 
ure was the sadder because it had the 
appearance of serious, well-meant ef- 
fort. It went aground on the shoals of 
ancient. experiments for the producing 
laughs—an absurdly impossible plot and 
a slap-stick comedian for whom the 
couniry lyceums will soon be pining. 

“Tt is the second attempt already this 
year to make a melodrama the Dasis of 
a comic opera—an experiment as hope- 
less as mixing oil and water. This feat 
has been accomplished successfully once 
by George M. Cohan, who is accounted 
a genius by persons whose opinions are 
not worth much. The lucky piece was 
‘Little Johnny Jones,’ btit even in its 
Case it succeeded in spite of rather than 
because of its melodramatic mush. 
Without humor or phantasy for a back- 
ground all such pieces as ‘The Alaskan’ 
are sure to excite only ridicule. The 
one bright oasis in this piece, by the 
way, was the ‘totem pole song,’ a 
ditty that had all the elements of nov- 
elty and cleverness. 

“For the inanities of what was _ in- 
tended to be the low-comedy role, Teddy 
Webb, who played the part—a Broadway 
actor stranded in Alaska—had no one 
but himself to blame. A measure of sym- 
pathy, however, was due Miss Agnes 
Calin Brown, whom the amateur librettist 
and composer saddled with a part that 
combined both the sentimental] heroine 
and the frolicsome soubrette. Between 
these two widely separated stools Miss 
Brown fell with a resounding thud. 
“The Lyric theater will lift its cur- 
tain for the first time tomorrow eve- 
ning on ‘The Lady from Lane’s,’ a 
musical comedy for which the libretto 
and lyrics have been written by George 
Broadhurst, while Gustav Kerker has 
composed the musical numbers, some 
fifteen in number. Although the piece 
is announced as new, a single glance at 
the synopsis reveals that it is a re- 
written version of a farce called “The 
Wrong Mr. Wright,’ produced in New 
York three seasons ago. 

“What the librettist has done with the 
old plece remains to be seen. That he 
has both versatility and ability has 
been proved by those two widely differ- 
ing plays from his pen—‘The Man of 
the Hour’ and ‘Why Smith Left Home.’ 

“The stormeenter of the story. Single- 
ton Seabright. a western millionaire. 
has gone to Old Point Comfort {fn pur- 
suit of his cashier. who is an ab- 
sconder. To play the detective better, 
he assumes a name that happens to be 
the one taken by the fugitive. Present- 
ly a femalé detective 
Agency comes along and, although she 
is convinced that he Is the thief. falls 
in love with him. Witnesses of his 
escapade are his elderly niece and 
nephew, who are guests at the same 
hotel. 

What follows is the usual tangle 
based upon mistaken identities. The 
device fs old, but many amusing situa- 
tions may result, dependent upon the 
ingenuity of the author As Mr. Broad- 
huret {s clever at Inventing just this 
sort of thing, there is fair prospect of 
much merriment In the piece. In the 
ené4 a word will set matters at rights. 
T+ will be the obvious word. of course. | 
but {t ts the fashion that all farcical 
characters rematn blind to what sur- 
rounds them until a moment before the 
final curtain.

Nerves in the Navy. 
(From The Lon@on Express.) 

In corsequence of reports having been made 
to the admiralty of seamen in some of his 
majesty's ships having refused to go aloft in 
rough weather, it has been decided to reinstate 
the old ‘‘mast and safi'’ system of instruction 
in the harbor training ships. 

This system was abolished about seven 
years ago, and with it went the old cruiser 
squadron, consisting of fully rigged steam- 
ships, in which youths were gent to sea be- 
fore being paseed out into the shipe in fhe 
first line. ‘che salling brigs Nautilus and 
Liberty were also dismantied. 

In the place of this system a new one was 
introduced by which boys were first sent to 
sea in the ships of the particular service 
équadrgn, consisting of first-class armored 
cruisers. Sail drill, running aloft and such 
things were consigned to the Iimbo of the 
past, as having no place in an age of steam 
and steel. 

The objections of many distinguished naval 
officers were overruled as being obsolete. 
They said that drill aloft trained the men 
in confidence and daring and that its aboli- 
tion would result in a falling off in ‘those 
qualities in which the British bluejacket has 
always been supreme. But the objectors were 
ridiculed. 

Now the authorities have discovered that 
the naval officers were right and the obso- 
lete “mast and sail’’ drill is to be rein- 
stated. We have been training our seamen 
in barracks for a good many years now, but 
a fully rigged mast is to be erected in the 
grounds of the Shotley establishment, to be 
followed, it is believed, by a similar modi- 
fiaction in the training of youths when they 
pase out to s€h.

New York, August 20.—The weather this 
morning showed clear weather all over the 
cotton belt, with some showers in Georgia 
during the past twenty-four hours. Liverpool 
was about as due in futures and spots were 
$3 down, with sales of 5,000 bales. Our market 
opened 2 to 4 down in scattered liquidation 
by commission houses, but the demand for 
January at 12c checked the decline and 
caused a rally of 10 points in that position. 
It fell back again, however, and at 2 o'clock 
the market was unchanged from last night's 
close. There was practiacily no outside busi- 
ness and quotations were made mostly by the 
professional element. A commission house 
arrayed on the bull side gave out a lot of 
unfavorable reports from Texas, Mississippi, 
Louisiana and Arkansas. The weekly weather 
report was generality more favorable regard- 
ing Texas, beneficial showers having fallen 
in a number of counties. Rain is needed, 
aceording to the report, in parts of Arkan- 
sas, Mississippi, Alabama, North Carolina 
and the territories. 

The ferecast was rather bearish. showers 
neing predicted for east Texas, north and 
south: also for Oklahoma and Indian Terri- 
torr. For east Texas the prediction was 
partly cloudy. With a cloudy weather report 
more encouraging as to the crop outlook than 
had been expected, and with a forecast for 
more rain and lower temperatures in Texas, 
the prohibitionists seem to favor a quiet mar- 
ket and possibly moderately lower level of 
values.

Wall Street Men Have a Day 
of Politics 


President Roosevelt and Secretary 
Taft’s Speeches Were Discussed 
on the Stock Exchange, Al- 
most to the Exclusion 
of Business, 


New York, August 20.—Considerations 
of a politica: character governed today's 
stock market almost to the exclusion of 
all other things. Secretary Taft's 
speech, which Wall street chose to re- 
gard as the keynote of the next national 
campaign, and President Roosevelt's 
Provincetown address, were practically 
the sole topic of discussion in financiél 
and speculative circles, There was nat- 
urally much conflict of opinion as to 
the significance of these important ut- 
terances. The situation was further 
complicated by the president's supplie- 
oe remarks, in which he made 

ireqt reference to existi fi 
conditions and declared, Gate amber aa 
phasis, that for the remainder of his 
tenure of office the governmental pol- 
icy with regard to the prosecution of 
offending trusts and conporations would 
be unchanged. Business on the local 
exchange was halting and uncertain all 
through the early session and opera- 
tions were again in moderate volume. 
The undertone was uncertain, but the 
fact that the market became dull on all 
marked recessions was regarded as a 
favorable sign. london seemed dis- 
turbed at the tone of Secretary Taft's 
speech and our securities were lower 
in that market. Aside from a slight 
shading in foreign exchange there was 
nothing new in the gold export situa- 
tion and the feeling with regard td 
shipments was less apprehensive. The 
American Tobacco Company, which 18 
Supposed to be controlled in large part 
by the Interborough Metropolitan in- 
terests, broke 29 points on the curb dur- 
ing the early session on what appeared 
to be enforced liquidation. 

Shares of the old Third Avenue HRall- 
way Company, now a part of the Met- 
ropolitan system, suffered severe de- 
clines. The general list made further 
recovery in the last hour, the highest 
prices of the day being then attained 
Final prices were somewhat shaded bu: 
the closing was moderately active and 
firm. The local monetary condition 
evinced a@ farther hardening tendency. 
Some over-year loans on all industrial 
collaterals were made at the high rate 
of 7 per cent; in. point of fact. little or 
no money was forthcoming, the princi- 
pal lenders holding off on time funds 
The only noteworthy railroad return of 
the day was that of the Louisville and 
Nashville railroad, whose annual report 
showed a small gain in net earnings 
a corresponding slim increase in sur.

OLD INDIAN FIGHTER. 
Bill Chance Has a Life Crowded 
With Many Adventures. 
(From The Portland Oregonian.) 
ne of the most picturesque characters in 
the northwest is Bill Chance, who is spend- 
ing the evening of his days in Seaside, con- 
tent to iet the strenuous life he has lived be 
only a pleasant memory. 

Bill Chance is a man of striking appearance, 
@ feet 2 inches tall, and although 77 years 
old, straight as an arrow. He is probably 
more famiNar with the Indians and the In- 
dian wars of the coast than any man living, 
having been an active participant in almost 
every war with them since he crossed the 
plains in 1862. He speaks several Indian dia- 
lects, and is as familiar with the Chinook 
jargon as he is with English. 

During the Rogue River Indian war he 
sergjed as a volunteer and participated in the 
‘battle of Hungry Hill, one of the most san- 
guinary fights of all that cruel campaign. His 
description of the atrocities he witnessed is 


yh vivid that listening to them almost makes 
t 


he auditor feel he was present. ‘IT have 
seen,’’ said he, ‘‘children wearing swaddling 
clethes whom the murderous brutes had taken 
by the legs and beaten their brains out 
against a rock. And yet many people in the 
east, actuated by a feeling of sentiment and 
ignorance, have lifted up their hands in hor- 
ror at the thought of white men thirsting for 
the blood of those fiends. As a matter of 
fact, the men who knew of the cruelty and 
blood-thirstiness of the red men have no 
more hesitancy in killing an Indian t*an they 
would a rattler. Of the two the rattlers 
are the less dangerous and more honorable; 
they always warn before they strike; an In- 
dian, nevre. 

“Another thing you must observe. An In- 
dian is always an Indian. No difference how 
much the veneering of civilization he may 
have acquired; no difference if taken when a 
pappoose, raised to manhood by a white fami- 
ly, without ever seeing one of his kind, latent 
lie the Indian traits, ready to burst forth in 
deeds of cruelty and hate without a moment's 
warning. I may make an exception to this in 
favor of % squaw, but never with the bucks. 

“Tr belonged,’’ said Bill, “‘to the Ben Wright 
expedition, and was one of the thirty white 
men engaged in the so-called Ben Wright 
massacre. Wright was severely censured for 
this by the United States officials and stig- 
matized as a murderer. A howl was raised 
throughout the eastern press, many insisting 
that he be courtmartialed and shot. 

‘The whole secret of the killing of those 
thirty Indians lay in the Indians’ treachery. 
We had these Moloquas (since known as 
Modocs) penned on @& peninsula that ran into 
a lake, near Lost river, about 2 miles this 
side of the California line. Escape was im- 
possible, so they sent a messenger, under @& 
flag of truce, asking for a peace conferences, 
to be held at 18 o'clock the following day, 
which Wright immediately granted. The 
significance of the hour did not occur to 
him. At the noon hour the men would be en- 
gaged in eating dinner or attending to their 
horses, thus being entirely off their guard. 

‘During the night a squaw came into camp 
and informed Wright that the Indians would 
all attend the council; that they would wear 
their blankets, under which their firearms 
wvuld be concealed, and at a given signal 
from the chief all the whites were to be 
murdered in cold blood. This, you observe, 
after promising to come unarmed. 

‘The next day everything in camp went on 
as usual. The most wary Indian eye could de- 
tect nothing in the white man’@ camp to in- 
dicate any knowledge of the premeditated

HOW JESSE JAMES LOOKED. 


Story of Telegraph Operator Whe 
Saw Him Dead and Alive. 
(From The New York Sun.) 

On the ninth page of the second section 
of the Sun of August 4 appears an inter- 
esting yarn about Jesse James, the ban- 
dit. The statements it contains are sup- 
posed to have been made by “the son of 
an army officer who spent his youth at 
western army posts.” 

In the course of his narrative this scion 
of a brave soldier tells how he me<t 
Jessa James once before the outlaw's 
death and once after ‘‘Bob” Ford laid 
him low In the cottage in St. Joseph, M0. 
Accorming to his story, the narrator was 
reading a “James Boys” book im a gro- 
cery store near Leavenworth, Kans., 
when a man whom he describes as being 
“nearly 6 feet tall,” with shoulders 50 
broad that they seemed almost out 
proportion with the fineness of his waist 
line.” entered the room.

An Immense Fine Like Tribate of 
a Conquered People. 
(From The Philadelphia Public Ledger.) 

To make comparisons with the fine of $28,- 
240.000 imposed upon the Standard Oi! com- 
pany for accepting rebates from the Chicago 
and Alton Railroad company it would be ne- 
cessary to go outside of the realm of mere 
bueiness and refer to the tribute exacted by 
@ great nation from another country van- 
quished in war. Judge Kenesuw Mountain 
Landis imposed not only the maximum penali- 
tiles, but he made the fines cumulative by 
treating each and every shipment over the 
period covered in the indictment as a sepa- 
rate offense. 

Nobody in these days has anv defense of 
the practice of rebating.

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He Paints Under Water. 
(From The Baltimore News.) 

Such enthusiasm as that shown by 
Mr. Walter H. M: Pritchard, who tn his 
quest for submarine effects to transfer 
to canvas actually works under water, 
is rarc. Scrip quotes from The Atlan- 
tisches i¥ geblatt an interesting account 
of his method of securing his effects. 
He consigers it impossible to render the 
color and character of submarine re- 
gions from the surface of the water, 
even by the use of glass-bottomed boats. 
He, therefore, has provided himself with 
diving apparatus, with steel palette, ete., 
with specially prepared canvas and col- 
ors, and now makes his sketches under 
water. Every 20 minutes he comes to 
the surface for 10 minutes of the fr@h 
air. He has already made studies in 
several different waters, the most beau- 
tiful of them being an “‘oceanscape” in 
the neighborhood of Tahiti. 

A pearl fisher of these regions hag ex- 
pressed his belief that no painter save 
one “who had beheid the deep through: 
a diver’s helmet could represent truly 
the hills and valleys of the under 
world.’ The color varies from deep in- 
digo and purple to tender yellows, greens 
and grays, and the artist has obiained 
something of the indescribable magic 
of deep-sea color. In the upper strata 
of the water all objects have a silvery 
shimmer; in the depths things wear the 
look of gigantic sapphires. Rocks and 
cliffs take huge fantastic forms, and 
fish of different kinds disport them- 
selves fearleeasly in the artist's presence.
